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The child labor amendment is beaten for this year certainly. 
There is every indication that it will be overwhelmingly beaten. 

The sponsors of the amendment, who comprise most, though 
net.all, of thé men and women who have led the campaign against 
child labor, have’ now to make a very important decision. They 
can use their energies and their comparatively limited funds in 
an effort to'convert the state legislatures in a campaign for rati- 
fication whieh, would surely take years. Or they can accept the 
result as a verdict not against child labor laws but against the 
extension of federal power and concentrate their efforts upon 
arousing the backward states and edging on the progressive states. 
They can not successfully do both. They should, in our opinion, 
concentrate on the states. The campaign for ratification of the 
federal amendment will arouse an opposition partly interested and 
partly disinterested, which will block all progress in child protection. 
A campaign state by state will immediately isolate the selfish inter- 
ests and brmg to the support of the sponsors of child labor laws 
the whole mass of public spirited people. 

Those who have fought the federal amendment on the ground 
oi principle are in honor bound to help to'the limit of their pow- 
ers in obtaining state laws. The anti-child labor leaders should 
immediately capitalize this situation. To those who have fought 
the amendment for the sake of business profits, The World has this 
to say: You gentlemen of the textile mills and canneries and so 
forth had best remember that non-ratification of this amendment 
does not mean its final defeat. If after a severe effort is made 
to bring the states up. to standard it becomes evident that the curse 
of child labor is, ineradicable By state action, sentiment for this 
amendment will revive. The employers of child labor are today 
in the position of Nquor interests before the war. They have been 
granted a period of grace in which to reform themselves or at least 
let themselves be reformed by state action. If they are as stupid 
as the liquor interests they will bring down upon themselves and 

‘ ithe country the whole force of the federal power. - 

- To all sides, then—to the sponsors of the amendment, to the 
‘opponents of the amendment on the ground of centralization and 
to the employers of child labor—the same course is indicated. It 
is, leaving the amendment aside, on the table but not dead, to 
-Inaugurate an extensive campaign against child labor in the states. 
The sponsors of the amendment have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose. If they succeed in the states they will have gained 
their objective. If they lose in the states they will have given new 
force to the argument for federal action. The opponents on prin- 
ciple are bound to support them, and would, even if they were not 
honor bound. And the opponents for profit will find, we believe, 
that if they oppose state action they will stand morally isolated 
and contemptible before the nation.—New York World. 


i AMENDMENT TO REGULATE SUBDIVISIONS 

The proposed amendment by which subdividers would be 
brought under the direct supervision of the State Real Estate 
Department as to titles of property, methods of financing, and gen- 
erally to place them under the state department, has not yet been 
endorsed by the realtors throughout the state. Some favor, but a 
majority oppose it, on the ground that there are sufficient restric- 
tions now around subdivisions. 
_ *. The amendment was proposed by Commissioner Keiser, who 
said it was based upon his actual experience in handling cases in- 
volving subdividers that are brought to his attention. The amend- 
ment was submitted to the state associations legislative committee, 
whose chairman, Freeman H. Bloodgood, a former commissioner, 
held that it was almost impractical of effective enforcement because 
of the kuge outlay of funds that would be required to investigate 
all subdivisions filed in the state. During the past three years, ac- 
cording to the legislative committee survey, more than 6,000 sub- 
-@ivisions were filed in California counties, and over half of these 
an Los Angeles county.
